The death of General Hancoolt leaves 


General John M. SchoCeld the senior 
major-goueral ot tho United States army. 
He entered the army from tne military 
aondemy in 3803, or nine years afte 
Hancock, and his present commission 
dates from March 4,1SG9. Tho remain- 
ing major-general is John Pope, v.ho was 
two years older than Hancock in the ser- 
vice, but whose commission as major- 
general dates only from October 2C, 1882. 
Tho brigadier generals 
are Howard, 


Terry, Augur, Crook, Miles and Mack- 
enzie, ranking in the order named. The 
actual senior of these in length of actual 
service is Augur, and alter him Crook. 
Major-General Pope will be retired this 
year, so that there will be two vacancies 
to be filled by promotion.

Upon tho financial issues which dis- 


turbedjthe oountry for 15 years atter the 
olosfl ot 
tho 
war, the 
democratic) 


party assumed and advocated every phase 
of these issues which were ever suggest- 
ed. 
C'pon no policy was it united, or t0 


no one idea was it committed except the 
policy and the idoa ot. opposition and 
obstruction. After the successful result 
of republican legislation and statesmau- 
ship as exemplified in the resumption of 
specie payments, the democratic party, as 
is its custom, stopped in and claimed a 
share of tho victory which it had made 
every effort tu avert. 


It iu sometimes well to stop for a mo- 


ment and consider tho questions by 
which ouv ooantry has been agitated. 


After tho perpBtual character of the 


Jnion had been assured,'the first and 
most paramount matter which claimed 
:he attention of congress was the financial 
situation. The condition of the oountry 
was unsettled; a debt ot 82,000.000,000, 
was hanging ovor it; an annual interest 
charge ot more than 8150,000,000 had to 
je paid and a reutoratiou of public con- 
idenoo had to be secured. From tho 
very beginning of this period it was tho 
object of the legislation and statesman- 
ship of tbo republican 
party 
to so 


guide national all'airs that tbo resump- 
;ionof speoie payments could bo obtained 
at the very earliest possible moment. 


In such a chaos as existed subsequent 


:c the war, during tho anxious period 
ot 
reconstruction and 
its attendant 


difficulties, there was not found a date 
when there was any safety in promising 
such a consummation until 1874. A oil' 
was then introduced ;vbioh wns known 
as "The Resumption Act," which was 
duly passed, and which was approved 
January 14,1875. This act provided that 
on and alter January 1st, 1879, all out- 
standing legal tender notes should bo re- 
deemed in Bams ot not less than 350 
upon presentation to the assistant treas- 
urer of .Diew York,—and containing all 
the other stipulations necessary to carry 
resumption into complete effect. 


This act was supported by nearly all 


the republican members of congress, and 
opposed by nearly all the dBraoorati 
members. 


Iu tha fall of 1877 was begun an or- 


ganized campaign to repeal the act which 
promised to restore specie payments. Iu 
October of that year a bill was intro- 
duced in the house of representatives 
repealing the law which had existed for 
more than two years. This bill passed 
the house by a vote' of 133—103 demo" 
oratio aud 24 republican—to 120—93 o{ 
which were republican to 27 duinooratic; 
this result disclosing that the republicans 
S3 aparty were sustaining the project tor 
specie resumption and tho domooiats aa 
a party opposing it. There were, how- 
ever, a sufficient number of republicans 
in the senate to stop tbe execution ol the 
backward policy which the other party 
was seeking to have adopted. 
Further 


schemes were proposed and supported 
by tho democratic party to increase the 
issues ot fractional currency, to make 
greenbacks receivable for ccstoms dues' 
to suspend payment to the sinking fund 
and to obstruct all legislation tending to 
the resumption of specie payments. 


In the democratic national platform 


of 1876 is found this language, "we 
denounce the resumption clause of 1870 
and WP demand its repeal,"—which is 
almost^the identical language used in, 
the platform of the greenback party of 
the bamo year. In 1877 the democratic 
^'jtate convention ot Iowa demands d th» 
immediato repeal of the resurnption- 
act"—and favored "the retention of a 
greenback currency and the substitution 
of greenbacks for national buuk bills.'' 
In 1878 the democratic platform of In- 
rliann favored "the immediate iiud uooon 
ditional repeal of tbe resumption not." 
In that year the democrats and yreon- 
baokera of Michigan wore stanaiu/ on 
the same ground—''the unconditional 
repeal ot the so called resumption net"— 
anr] in less than a year after that time, 
the resumption which was no diligently 


belabored was successfully accomplished!

On tho passago out ho jnailu tho acquaint- 
anco of a Gennun cmplo3'ed in the fur trado. 
Over thoir pipea ciurijig the long winter 
nights in the bay, ho beguiled tho tedium oC 
tho hours by relating to JohiL¥ Jacob his ad- 
ventures among tho IndiiiJis in search of 
furs, With GonniiM frankness ho imparted 
to tho young emigrant tho secret of tho busi- 
noss—how, for a few trinkets, skins could 
bo bought from tho Indians nncl sold with 
grwit profit to tho furriers of Now York, 
but that the most profitable niodo of dealing 
m furs was to buy in America and sell in 
London, whore skins were worth llvo times 
more than in New York. Astor treasured 
up this in formation, resolving at no distant 
day to avail himself of it. Soon nftxjr land- 
ing at Bultimoro, Astor and his companion 
hastened to Now York. 


Early in the summer to 1?$4 he hired him- 


self to onii Robert Bowjie, who is mentioned 
as ft "kind-hearted old Quaker." His princi- 
pal duty was to beat furs day after da)', 
summer and winter. His wages were $2 u. 
week and his board. He worked hard, and 
at tho ond of the lira; month his wages wens 
raised. This was thn first introduction to 
tho fur business, to which hs was indebted 
for tho commencement of the largest fortune 
ever accumulated by a single 
individual 


in America half a century a(?a Ho loved 
furs, and in his latter years was accustomed 
to have handsome spcciaieas hung up in bis 
counting room, as other men have pictures. 
Ho too~ pleasure in teeing, showing and ad- 
miring thorn. Ho was not satisfied to re- 
main Jo ig a worker for another. In 1VSC, 
with ii low dollars capital, he set up for him- 
self in a little shop on Water street. He did 
everything for himself, for he was too poor 
to employ others. Hu bought,'cured, beat, 
sold and packed his skins, laboring from 
dawn to dusk. With a pack on his back and 
on foot he made long and dangerous jour- 
neys to tho Indian country, climbing moun- 
tains, wading or swimminc; rivers, until hy 
reached L^u home of tho Monawks, Sunuoas, 
Onoid.is and other Indian tribes.

Ono of tho papors wasa Canton price- 
current, the other a handsomely ougrossed 
parchment authorizing the ship that bore it 
to trado freely and without molestation at 
any of. tbo ports monopolized by tho East 
India company. 
This was tho origin of 


John Jacob Astor's splendid commercial 
transactions with China, which bo continued 
with immense, profit for seventeen years. 
His first ship sailed for tho east in the year 
1SOO Mid his share of the profits amounted to 
«5,000. On tho outward voyage tho ship 
touched at tho Sandwich islands to take in 
water, fire-wood and fresh provisions. When 
tho vessel arrived at Canton a mandarin 
isune on board aud noticing thu flro-wood 
asked the price ot it. She captain laughed 
at the question, but tho mandarin said ho 
minted to buy it, and offered ?300 n. ton for 
it. He bought all the "fire-wood" at that 
price. 
It was sandal-wood. For nearly 


twenty years Astor enjoyed the monopoly 
of the lucrative sandal-wood trade, 


As the Chinese trado developed his enter- 


prise increased. His vessels were sent to 
Oregon to purchase furs, which were ob- 
tained in great abundancear.dat low prices; 
thence they were taken to Canton and sold 
at groat profit, and the money invested in 
teas which were brought hack to New York, 
whom his money was ngoin doubled. Astor 
made bv these speculations four times as 
much as the regular tea merchant in tbo 
most prosperous days of the trade. Tho 
grandest commercial enterprise ever under- 
taken by an American was Astor's attempt 
tu establish tho trading-post ot Astoria on 
tbe I'acillc coast. It failed, but not from 
any want of foresight on tho port of its 
founders, but because the war of 1S12 pre- 
vented tho government from sending an 
armed vessel to protect the infant settle- 
ment. 


"But for that war," Mr, Astor used to say, 


"1 would huve boon tho richest man that 
«ver lived."—New Tork Worid.
